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DAMAGES FORM CHURCHES 


FOR HOSPITAL USE AFTER THE 


BATTLE OF GETTYSBURG. 


Hearing and Testimony Taken in 


the Matter to go Before U. 


S. Court of Claims. 


A very interesting hearing took place 


in Gettysburg on last Friday and Sat- 
urday. The evidence sought was the 
injury to the church buildings of Get- 
tysburg bv being used for hospital pur- 
poses after the battle of Gettysburg and 
what a fair rental value for such use 
might be- 


lt is said that claims of tbe kind 


have been recognized by the Courts 
and allowed. This information led a 
number of the churches of this place or 
near by to place their claims in tbe 
hands of F. G. Coldren, Esq., an attor- 
ney of Washington, D. C. Mr. Coldren 
was present at hearing, representing 
the churches and Wm. H. Lamar, at- 
torney on the staff of the Dept. of Jus- 
tice representing the U. S. The testi- 
mony was taken before Xotary Public 
H. G. Williams. 


St. Mark's Reformed Church on the 


Baltimore turnpike was the first claim 
taken up. Alex. J. Schwartz of Han- 
over, (Samuel Schwartz of Mt. Joy 
township, Peter D.8wisher of Cumber- 
land township and Prof. Aaron Sheely 
of this place were the witnesses exam- 
ined on this claim. They described St. 
Mark's church as it was at the time of 
the battle, a structure of hewed logs 
weatherboarded and plastered, how it 
was occupied as a hospital, the doors 
taken off and used for amputation 
tables, the pews taken out of church 
and gallery and cut up for hunks for 
the wounded. The boarding ou stable 
was used to make bunks and for other 
purposes so that nothing but the skele- 
ton frame of stable remained. 
The 


church was full of wounded, the floor 
was bloody, the plastering camedown. 
It was occupied five weeks as a hos- 
pital. The building was worth about j

No records and details of the cost of re- 
pairs could be found but the fact of the 
church being used as a hospital was 
brought out, both the lecture room and 
room up stairs.
